WHAT THE STATES OWE 
From Moberly Monitor-Index . 
Missouri has reduced its gross bonded 
debt to $63,9 72,000, 
which 
means that 
every inhabitant of the state owed on an 
average of $18 .15 
on 
J uly 20. 
Only 
eleven states have a larger outsanding to­ 
tal, but twenty -one states have a higher 
per capita debt. 
These facts are brought out im a na­ 
tional survey 
which 
reveals 
that the 
state governments of the United States 
have a gross bonded debt of $2,142,007,- 
49 1, or $17.8 4 per capita. 
Half of this huge debt has been incur­ 
red since 
19 22 
and 
although the 18 
months period from J anuary 19 28 to J uly 
of this y ear witnessed the issuance of ap­ 
prox imately $257,000,000 worth of new 
bonds as compared with redemption of 
only $8 6,000,000, the rate of debt in­ 
crease hss not been as rapid as in y ears 
immediately preceding. 
In study ing

states have incurred this huge indebted­ 
ness the survey revealed that 50 per cent 
of the total debt outstanding was account­ 
ed for by highway and bridge construc­ 
tion.

to prevent over advertising as it is our 
business to promote adequate, consistent 
advertising, especially with small and in­ 
ex perienced concerns.

Tell Sleven Geraghty 
to take care of our bodies and give 
us a nice funeral.” The undertaker 
was unable to trace the call. 
Entering a cab driven by Harry 
Mead, Sutter and Miss Brown were 
driven to his rooming house and 
Sutter went in. Miss Brown telling 
Mead “ He’s going after a pistol and 
its loaded.”

“ come on. I’ll drive y ou away from 
here.” 
“ No,” she answered quietly , “ I’l 
wait for him here. I love him.”
